Among the curious wills and bequests 
that deserve mention is that of a French 
merchant who,in 1610, left a large legacy 
to the lady who had jilted him in order 
to express his gratitude to her for her 
forbearance and his admiration for her 
sagacity in leaving him to a happy 
bachelor life.

Waking One's Self at Will. 


An old problem of: the psychologists 
has been rheivad by « letter to La Nature 
written by a French Business man, who 
mentions that for years he has been in 
the habit of waking himself at any hour 
in the morning he wished, simply by im- 
press:ng upon his mintl before going to 
sleep the fact that he must awake at that 
hour, and saying further that he has sel- 
dom varied five minutes from the 
moment which he had assigned himself. 
We have a very distinct recollection of 
many instances in which we have our- 
selves tried the experiment with success, 
and at one time, when, it was necessary 
for a considerable period for us to wake 
on certain days of the week at's very 
early hour, to take the rst train to the 
place where our services were then 
needed, we had an opportunity of study- 
ing the circumstances under which this 
species of self-control is most easily ex- 
ercised. 

During thie period we found no diffi- 
culty in waking regularly within five 
minutes of the time necessary to enable 
us to reach the train comfortably, al- 
though for a portion of the time this in- 
volved getting up long before daylight; 
but we discovered a'so that in order to 
wake with precision at the right moment, 
and to rest quietly until it arrived it was 
necessary to look at our watch just be- 
fore going to sleep. If we neglected 
this precaution we were apt to sleep un-

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WAR DEPARTMENT. 
Annual Report of the Secretary 
of the Army, 


Expenses of the Army--General 
Hazen Censured. 


Secretary Lincoln in his annual report, 
gives the expenditures of the war department, 
for the fiscal year 1884 as $42,332,876, the ap- 
propriations for the current year $45,570,551 
and the estimates for the yearending Jung 
BO, 1586, $50,850,500. The principal item of 
increase in these estimates is $6,303,(0) for 
fortifications and other works of defence. 

The army has enjoyed almost complete 
rest from active field operations during the 
last year. Referring to Oklahoma Payne’® 
invasion of the Indian Teritory, Mr. Lin- 
ecoln recommends that an amendm nt of the 
statute be made providing for imprison- 
ment, as itis believed that such a punish- 
ment would ate his vexatious raids and 
save a very large expenditure now incurred 
in the movement of troops employed in exe- 


cuting the law. 
In regard to the West Point academy he 


Ba 

believe that it would be 
to the army if the instruction in al 9 
ciples given atthe Military Acodciat were 
placed in charge of a professor of law of the 
same rank and tenure as is held by the other 
professors, and I recommend legislation 
which will accomplish that result.” 

He concurs in the recommendation of the 
adjutant-general that a clerical force be em- 
ployed to re-copy more than 100,000 i- 
mental rolls, which have been almost 
stroyed by constant handling, mainly in Pood 


sion cases. 
He invites spe. .y attention to the subject 
of the railroads indebted to the United States 


for material sold them in 1565 and Is'®. 
Four of these roads, he says, are still in- 
debted, have made no payment for 
several years, and at nt there is no 
probability that a settlement will ever be 
reached, and it is suggested that the whole 

matter be transferred to some other branch 
of the service. 

The total number of deaths in the army in 
the last fiscal year was 272, of which 1% 
were from disease and seventy-nine from in- 

ries. No casualties from actual warfare 
are reported. 

Mr. Lincoln urges legislation to provide for 
a lireproof building for the army and medi- 
cal museum andthe library of the surgeon- 
general's office, and recommends the repeal 
of the law forbidding payment of mileage to 
officers traveling over the land grant roads. 

He expresses the hope that adequate appro- 
propriations may be made to carry out the 
views of the chief of engineers in regard to 
seacoast defence, and, under the head of the 
ordnance de ment, he again says: 

‘The condition of our coast defenses ts a 
matter of grave concern, and calls for im- 
mediate action, and | indulge the hope that 
before the end of the ensuing session Congress 
will show to the country its appreciation of 
these national wants by a liberal and per- 
ananent annual appropriation.” 

Mr. Lincoln does not concur in General 
Hazen's recommendation of a return to the 
old method of incorporating the appropria- 
tions for the support of the signal service with 
those for the support of the army. Onftne 
subject of the "Greely rescue Mr. Lincoln 


says: 

The secretary of war observed with regret 
that the chief signal officer has chosen to 
snake, in his annual report, a formal ex- 
pression of opinion that after the arrival of 
the wrecked Proteus party on September 15, 
1883, at St. Johns, there was still time, “as 
known frum previous experience and shown 
by subsequent facts, to send efficient relief.” 

Af er reciting the well known facts in re- 
gard to the events which followed the loss of 
the Proteus and the discussion that occurred 
as to the propriety of sending a relief expedi- 
tion in the latter part of the year 1583, Mr. 
Lincoln adds: 

The secre of war knows of no one 
whose opinion would be considered, except 
the chief signal officer, who would not have 
regarded such an expedition nit only as sub 
stantially hopeless for any relief earlier than 
wes actually given, but perilous in the ex- 
treme, if not foolhardy. * * To some of 
the criticisms made by the chief signal offi- 
cer in his report no reference seems to be re- 
quired beyond saying that the Proteus court 
of inquiry bad the merit of basing its conclu- 
sions as toofficers with whom it dealt upon 
suth information of facts and conditions as 
was attaina>dle by the officers themselves at 
the time of their action, as well as by the 
court. But the expression of the chief signal 
officer, above referred to, is an intrusion of 
an official opinion as to the propriety of the 
course of the secretaries of war and of the 
navy in not hazarding niore lives in IXSina 
nearly hopeless adventure, upon his tele- 
requests. This excursivn into an offi- 
‘ial jurisdiction beyond hisown and his dictum 
mipon the exercise of a superior responsibility 
which he was not invite | to share are extra- 
ordinary in their time and place, an! are 
hardly excusable even under whatever of 
irritation may have been caused by the find- 
ings of the Proteus court of inquiry. Waiv- 
ing, however, that consideration, if there 
had at the time been given more weicht to 
the views of that branch of the public sor- 
vice, under whose manazement there had 
been one futile ani disastrous expedition in 
the northern seas in two successive years, 
than to the views of men having experience 
in such matters, it is now hardly to be doubted 
that we would have had last summer the 
news of two Arctic calamities instead of one. 

He urges that Congress pass an appropria- 
tion of $00,000 to continue the construction 
of the building forthe state, war and navy 
departments, and renews his recommendation 
of last year that 1) instructors, with the rank 
and pay of commissary sergeants, be enlisted 
for educational work in the array.

‘Recommendations About the Indi- 


ans and the Public Lands. 


The annual report of the secretary of the 
interior has beea submitted. Much of it has 
beer anticipated by the reports of heads of 
bureaus already made public. 

The secretary reiterates the opinion ex- 
pressed in his last annual report that it is quiie 
possible, with wise and j jous treatment of 
the Indian question, to ent the recurrence 
of hostilities between the Indian and his white 
neighbor that has marked nearly every year 
of our history. The last year has been one of 

among the Indians, and no outbreaks 

pl 

r r sug that some employment 
should be secured for the graduates of the 
oe schools, and that those who complet> 
the re 
should receive the gift of citizenship, without 
incurring risk of Sees orfeiting their interest in 
tribal lands or funds. He declares that the 
greatest agency for the civilization of the 
Indian is the manual labor school, 
and urges that the government should 
pay up the four million dollars due 
under treaties with the Indians con- 
cerning education. He renews bis 
former recommendation that the Indians be 
disarmed, and points out the necessity of 
legislation for the punishment of crime on 
the reservations. He praises the working of 
the court of Indian offences establi in 
1883, and suspects that the Indian judges 


should be paid for their sorvices, 
On the ee of the public Mr. 
Teller adopts the recommendation the 


commissioners of the general land office 
that the pre-emption law be repealed. He 
says there is necessity for some legislation 
to compel railroad companies which have 
earned the land granted to them to take 
a patent therefor, and to regulate lapsed 
grants.

urge the necessity of immedi ite and substan- 
tial aid on the part of the general guvern- 
ment. lam of the opinion that the schoo!

terfered with by such aid, and that itis not 
wise for the general government to attempt 
to build upa school system of its own, but 
that all national appropriations for school 
purposes should be placed under the control 
of the States, with only such guards as shall 
secure its faithful application to the purpose 
for which it was appropriated. Such ma- 
terial aid should be temporary in ite charac- 
ter, t© cease when the States shall have per- 
fected a system and made suitable appropria- 
tion for the edavation of all children of school 
age. The ability of the State todo this will 
increase as its number of illiterates disappear 
and their places are taken by educated 
people.” 

Speaking in conclusion of the civ!! service 
act, the secretary says: “At the time of ths 
passage of the act entitled, it was urged as an 
objection to it that the examinations would 
be of such technical character as to exclude 
from the public service all except those who 
have had the advantiges of a liberal oduca- 
tion. The experience of nearly one year and 
a half has dem onstrated that these fears were 
lless, and that the examinations have 

un conducted on a sound and business-like 
basis, calculated to secure efficient clerks 
for the various grades of the public service.
